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DIMENSIONS AND CAPACITY. 


It is 214 feet long by 122 feet wide, covering an area of 26,108 square feet. Itis 
five stories high, with French or Mansard roof, covered with slate and tin. The 


height of the building is 134 feet., 
The basement story is built of stone; the foundation is bedded with solid 


rock, The next three stories are built of brick, and the atticof wood. Thebase- 
ment story is in height 13 feet in the clear; first and second stories 16 feet each; 
third and fourth, 12 feet; the clock and bell towers extending two stories above 
the attic. 

There are ten rooms 77 by 61 feet, ten rooms 22 by 29 feet, ten rooms 2 by 28 
feet, tén rooms 22 by 25 feet, ten rooms 22 by 22 feet, ten rooms 22 by 19 feet, five 
rooms 15 by 28 feet, four rooms 22 by 20 feet and one room 74 by 59 feet—making a 
total of seventy rooms. In addition, there are four corridors 15 by 28 feet and 


four corridors 14 by 210 feet.

principles of Arithmetic, viz: Addition,-Subtraction, Mul- 
tiplieation ànd Division, and also Common and "Decimal 
Fractions. In Reading, they must be'able to understand 


and intelligently: render specimens of the grade of the : 
Fourth Reader ; must have a knowledge of Primary English 


Grammar, Primary Geography, the rudiments of Penman- 
ship, and the spelling of ordinary words of the grade of 


the Fourth Reader. These qualifications are the test of - 


admission at the beginning of the session ;'those applying 
later will be admitted only on the grade of the class. 
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In Reading, the aim will be, first to develop in the student ` 


a full, complete and definite idea of the meaning of the 


sentence; second, to obtain from the student a natural, 
easy and graceful expression of the entire thought,” as 
embraced in the sentence. | 

Spelling will be required of students FT 
entire course, and an endeavor made to secure the accurate 
use of letters and other marks in the formation of words, 
and correct pronunciation. 

English Grammar will be taught by requiring the students 
to form sentences of their own, as well as to analyze and 
parse those of others. . Thus Grammar and Composition 
will go hand in hand. The student will gradually be led ` 
from the simplest constructions to the most difficult and 
abstruse. Fhe instructions of the C class will be oral, , but 


as the comprehension of the student enables him to t use ' 


books to advantage they will be placed in his hands. 

In Arithmetic, processes precede principles, and the 
object will be to obtain, first, a full understanding of "` 
methods, then accuracy. in work, and finally, rapidity. - 

Much importance is attached to Mental Arithmetic as a 
means for developing the power of analysis and for strength- 
ening the mind. Both oral and written exercises will be 
reguired daily. 

In Commercial Arithmetic, the effort will be made to 


make the instruction as practical as possible, so as to pre- 


pare the student for a correct understanding of every-day 
business transactions.

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DEMERIT AND GRADING SYSTEM. 


By any violation of university law, or any. neglect of 
duty, the student will incur a number of demerits propor- 
tional| to the gravity of the offense. The penalty for 
incurring 200 of these demerits is, in the Collegiate Depart- 
ment, dismissal; in the Preparatory Department, suspen- . 
sion until the end of the current session, which -suspension 
may, on recommendation of the Faculty, be extended by 
the Board of Trustees: 

Every recitation of each student is marked according ' to 
its merits, using 100 as the maximum, and the average of 
all these marks is compounded with the examination and 
conduct,marks, so as to determine the general or final 
average, and in making up the averages, each study counts 
in proportion to the number of recitations for the: week, ` 
while conduct counts with the study recited the greatest 
. number of times per week. . ` 

Each demerit received for the term takes off one-half of

J RESTLESSNESS . 


The greatest dade to-day ii in the way of successful: 
educational work is the restlessness and lack of persevering 
pluck in the American youth. We find that the vast 
majority of our students do not come to the University with 
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any thought of remaining-until graduation, and many think 
they have accomplished wonders by remaining a single term 
of three months. "Those who exhibit such a deplorable lack.” 
of pertinacity in youth, can scarcely be expected to succeed ' 
in after life. They will succumb under the first serious 
difficulty. Parents who yield to the importunities of their 
children to quit school, because of some discouragement, do 
thereby foster inthem a weakness which must be fatal to 
all vigorous manhood and healthful development. We 
hope that the students who come up in September, vill 
come with the determination to let no slight impediment: 
turn them back from the path that leads to: knowledge, 
honor and usefulness. 


WITHDRAWAL OF STUDENTS. 


Parents, or guardians, who wish to withdraw their- ehil- 
dren or wards from the University, should write to the 
President of the Faculty, stating their wishes. Unworthy 
students, sometimes deceive the Faculty by pretending 
that their parents desire them to return home.

BENEFICIARY AND NORMAL APPOINTMENTS. 


It is provided in Section 18, of the Act of the Genn

Be it further enacted, That no “person shall 
sell or give away any vinous-or ardent spirits within three 
miles of said University, unless-he be a regular practicing 
physician, and not until. he has signed and sworn to an 


affidavit before the county clerk of Washington county, and 
shall have the same duly recorded, which affidavit shall be ` 


in the following form: * I, —————, do solemnly swear 
that I am a regular pr acticing physician ; that I will not sell 
or give away any vinous or ardent spirits to any one unless 
it be for medical purposes, and believe that kind and quan- 


tity will be beneficial in the treatment DE the disease under. 


which the patient is suffering. | 
SEC. 9. Be-it further enacted, That no one shall be 


excused from the penalty of this act who may, contrary to . 


its provisions sell, or cause to- be sold, intoxicating drink, 
by reason of its being put up as bitters, mixed with drugs 
or vended as a medicine, except as provided for in-the fore- 
going sections. .

The Board of Trustees assembled at Fayetteville on the 
3rd of June, 1884, in response to a special call from Gov. 
Jas. H. Berry, President of the Board. 

Upon the recommendation of the Faculty; the following 
degrees were conferred upon members of the Senior class ;

On the 6tli of June Gen. D. H. Hill's resignation. ‘of the | 
Presidency of the University was formally accepted, to 
take effect at the close of the session, and an appropriate 
minute was adopted, expressive of the regrets of the Board 
at losing the services of so distinguished an ductor: and 
of the high respect and regard of the Board for the retir- - 
ing President. The Board then proceeded to the election ` 
of a successor to Gen. Hill, which election resulted in the 
unanimous selection of Col. Geo. M. Edgar, of Kentucky, 
who, in response to a telegram from the Trustees, came on 
to Fayetteville, and at the close of the commencement ex- 
ercises, June 12, 1884, formally accepted the office of Pres- 
ident of the University and was duly sworn in and installed. 

The following resolutions, pertaining to the discipline and 
future government of the University, were adopted : 

That the Faculty of the Arkansas Industrial University - 


. Shall consist of the President, the Principal of the Normal 


Department, the Professor of Ancient Languages, the Pro- 
fessor of Mathematics, the Professor of Biology and 
Geology, the Professor of English and History, the Pro- 
fessor of Physics and Chemistry, the Professor of Modern 
Languages, the Professor of Applied Mathematics and 
Eugineering, and the Principal of the Preparatory Depart- . 
ment; and that all rules and regulations i in conflict herewith 
are hereby repealed. l E

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That the President shall he held responsible for the gen- 
eral management, control and discipline of the University, 
and he shall, on consultation and with the aid and assistance - 
of the Faculty, devise and execute such measures, not incon- 
sistent with-the preseribed laws and regulations, as shall 
most conduce to promote good order and efficient work in 
the institution. — . | | 

That the President, assisted by the Commandant, shall be 
held responsible for the efficiency of the military organiza- 
tion and drill, and for good order in the building and on the 
grounds; that it shall be the duty of the Commandant to 
enforce the regulations that may be adopted to carry out 
these ends; and that the Professors and Teachers be re- 
quired tó report to the Commandant all violations of said 
regulations which ` may come under their observation, 
whether by students in the Preparatory or Collegiate De- 
partments.

Department be entrusted to the President, assisted by the 
Principal of said department, and that he submit to the

in his recommendations, to make the preparation in this de- 
partment such as will best fit the student for the regular

That the President, with the assistance of the Faculty, 
be required to prepare a code of laws for the government 
of the University, which shall be submitted to the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Board of Trustees, at some. con- 
venient time between this and the first of September next, 
and that so much of it as shall be adopted by them, shall be 
enforced until the next meeting of the full Board, or until

That it is very important that we should have the features 
of practical Agriculture, Horticulture and the Mechanic Arts 
brought more prominently forward in the management of 
our University. But with the present meagre and limited 
appropriations made by our Honorable State Legislatuve, 
it seems impossible to do much in this direction. We trust 
the necessities and demands of the University may be pre- 
sented to that honorable body at its next session in such 
manner as shall secure more liberal support of this our 
State College. | 

That a committee of three members of the Board, be ap- 
pointed to draft a bill to be presented to the General As- 
sembly at its next session, asking for such appropriations 
as the necessities of the University may demand, including 
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an amount sufficient to insure the University building and 
its furniture. -Messrs. Bearden, Martin -and Eagle were 
appointed on un committee. |

**We, in a body, visited the class-rooms of severalof the 
professors and examined some of the pupils present in the 
studies of the class, and we feel confident that such pro- 
ficiency as was shown by the students examined, could only 
be had by patient training under“skilled instructors. 

We also attended the musical and prize exhibitions by the 
under-graduates, and found them very encouraging. as well 
as entertaining. 

The deportment and beating of the students were, without 
exception, excellent. We believe good morals and correct 
behavior are very largely the rule here, and that drunken- 
ness and immorality are seldom found in the University 
The commencement exercises were similar to like exercises 
in other Universities of high grade and character, and im- 
pressed us with the belief that a first-class education can 
Bere be obtained." : 
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
